THIRD  MOOD,  is  expressed  by  a  0  or  i)  inverted,  has  the  same  measure,  sung  in  the  time  of  two  seconds, 
two  beats  in  a  bar,  one  down  and  one  up  . 

FOURTH  MOOD,  is  expressed  by  th^  figures  ^  two  four,  has  a  minim  for  its  measure  ,  sung  in  the  time  cf 
one  second,  two  beats  in  a  bar,  one  down  and  one  up  . 

MOODS  OF   TRIPLE  TIME. 
F'lR*:!  MOOD,  is  expressed  by  the  figures  3  three  and  two,  has  three  minims  in  a  measure,  sung  in  the 
time  of  three  seconds,  three  beats  in  a  bar,^wo  down  and  one  Tip  . 

SECOND  MOOD,  is  expressed  by  the  figures  ^  three  and  four,  has  three  cn  tchets  in  a  measure,  sung  in 
h;ilf  the  time  of  the  first  mood,  three  beats  in  a  bar,  two  down  and  one  U]'  . 


THIRD  MOOD,  is  expressed  by  the  figures  g  three  and  eight, has  tliree  quavers  in  a  measnrie  ,  snnginhalf 
the  time  of  the  second  mood  ,  three  beats  in  a  bar,  two  down  and  one  up  . 

MOODS   OF  COMPOUND  TIME. 

FIRST  MOOD,  is  expressed  by  the  figures  6  six  and  four,  has  six  crotchets  in  ameasure,  sung  in  the 
time  of  two  seconds,  two  beats  in  a  bar,  one  down  and  one  up  . 

SECOND  MOOD,  is  expressed  by  the  figures  «  six  and  eiglit ,  has  six  quavers  in  a  measure,  sung  in  the 
time  of  one  second,  tvro  beats  in  a  bar,  one  down  and  one  up  . 

In  the  moods  of  time  that  are  expressed  by  figures, we  may  observ  e  that  the  under  figure  shows  into 
how  many  parts  tlie  semibreve  is  divided,  and  tlie  upper  figure  howmany  of  tlie  same  parts  fill  a  measure . 

ON  BEATING  OF  TIME  . 
Beating  of  time, is  an  artificial  metliod  of  marking  the  movement  of  a  musical  air, is  performed  invari 
-  ous  ways,but  generally  with  the  hand  or  foot;  in  performing  vocal  music  alone,  it  is  best  to  use  tiie  hand  only 

Every  measure  begins  with  a  motion  of  the  hand,or  foot,  do\i'nwards,  except  in  very  quick  instrumental  mu- 
-sic, where  the  motion  is  down  with  the  beginning  of  one  measure,  and  up  witli  tlie  next,  &c. 

Inbeating  the  tuo  first  moods  of  common  time,  let  the  first  beat  begin  Mith  amotion  oftJie  hand  downwards,  rest- 
-ing  the  hand  upon  the  end  of  tlie  fingers,  on  the  thing  beat  upon-,  the  second  beat  begins  witli  amotion  of  the 
heel  oi  the  hand  downwards^  and  resting  in  that  position,  M-ithout  raising  the  fingers-,  for  tlie  tliird  beat,  tlie 
hand  may  be  raised  to  the  left  shoulder for  tlie  fourth,  let  the  hand  be  brouglit  back  to  its  first  position^  & 

then  it  will  be  ready  to  begin  another  measure  The  two  first  beats  in  triple  time  may  be  performed  as 

the  two  first  in  common  time  ;  for  tlie  third  beat,raise  the  hand  to  its  first  position.  Forthe  sake  of  uniformity  it 
is  best  forthe  ^ole  choir  to  beatwith  the  right  hand.  We  may  consider  the  motion  and  resting  ofthehand  as  divid- 
~ing  tlie  beat  equally.in  common  and  triple  time  _but  in  compoiuid  time  the  restingis  double  of  themotion  . 

There  should  not  be  the  least  noise  in  beating  of  time,  or  in  any  other  way,  during  the  |)erformance  of  mu  ~ 
-sic,  as  it  has  a  direct  tendency  to  destroy  tlie  musical  soimds .  '  •
